Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amendments to the claims such as "deleting unconsumed. ..deleting is based..." in claims 16, 20 change of the 
claims and require further consideration and/or search. 

Applicant argues Russo does not teach or suggest multimedia content to be broadcast to the consumer (paragraph that bridging between 
pages 7 and 8. 

In response, this argument is respectfully traversed. The definition of "broadcast" is "to transmit or mak public by means of radio or 
television" (see Merriam-Webster's Collegiate Dictionary - Tenth Edition). Russo discloses the content provider transmit selected content 
via television network such as broadband cable, satellite to subscribers based on title, cast, program genre or viewer/listener preference 
(see including, but are not limited to, col.3, lines 12-28, 40-64, col. 6, lines 9-33, col. 7, lines 10-23). Therefore, Russo discloses 
multimedia content (i.e., movies, audio information) to be broadcast to consumer based on predetermined criteria set by a provider and 
the receiving (title, genre, viewer/listener preference). Furthermore, Russo discloses broadcast near video on demand multimedia content 
(col. 1, lines 25-30, and providing the multimedia content to subscribers in response to subscriber choose to purchase the near-video on 
demand near video on demand feature (col. 4, lines 28-44). Russo also discloses broadcast audio information to listeners (col. 7, lines 11- 
22). Thus, Russo discloses the content provider broadcast multimedia-content to the subscribers/listeners based on predetermined criteria 
set by a provider and the receiving. 

For the reasons given above, rejections of the claims are maintained as discussed in the Final Office Action mailed on 5/30/2006
